Cars 

The C.P.R. has disclosed « subtle in- 
genuity in advertising; nor did this suf- 
fer impairment in a comparatively re- 
cent instance. The company wanted, 
to be exact, 670 cooks and waiters for 
its dining-car service last ‘spring. It 
has tried the American ccoks and 
waiters by the painful hundred and 
found them unreliable. It determin- 
ed to advertiso in the “Big Smoke.” 
London is wunthinkably cosmopolite. 
Every race under heaven has its repre- 
sentatives in the world's metropolis. 
Ir a delicate way the company an- 
nounced that it wanted a certain num- 
ber of fair-haired people and an equal 
number of dark “comptexioned” indi-! 
viduals. The papers began to write 
| about the “red-haired dining-car,” and 
“black-haired dining-car”’ tu such an; 
extent as to cause nothing short of a 
“thrill” in the general breast. And 
the requisite number responded—to be 
exact, indeed, there were at least 2,000 
persons, at one time or another, who; 
applied. There was a severe weeding 
process, With tho result that.the requi- 
site number were employed and ship- 
ped out—fair and dark-complexioned 
men—to harmonize with the setting of 
the particular car to which each shade 
of color should be confined. And it is 
the fact that the C.P.R, desires, in its 
aesthetic way, to produce in each din- 
ing car what might be called a synthe- 
sis as to the color and height and gen- 
eral appearance of the men—the idea 
being in decorations and general en-

The art of predicting the weather is 
one in which it seems at first sight the 
modern scientist ought easily to sur:

doubted whether he is really more 
successful in it than they were. The 


meteorological | department boasted 
sure time back that their forecasts of 
weather is published in the daily press 
were justified by the resolt in 52 per 
cent of the cases recorded. As the per- 
centage of correct guesses in a suftti- 
ciently extended list. however, would 
exiuctly equal the incorrect, this does 
net show a very great superiority for 
scientitie methods over pure conjee- 
ture.

Months the other way, help tou keep the 
Werther, if not constant, yet regular, 

In other latitudes, however, there is 
no such .belp, and te who would pre- 
dict the weather must therefore con- 
fine Limself to Undiug out what winds 
fre biewing in other parts of the 
World and when they are likely to 
reach him, 

As to this, modern science still de- 
peuds eae on the observations made 
by Halley, who discovered in the sev- 
Baath century during a voyage 
the tropics bow the sun so warmed the 
air at the equator that the bented air, 
rising ofter its dinnuer, dispersed itself 
toward the poles and was repliced by 
acrush of cold air frotw the regions 
farther trom the sun, 

This, which explains the phenomenon 
of trade winds, was resily the founda. 
tion of modern tmeteoroloey, although 
it was reserved for Huey, some titty 
years liter, to point out that, thanks te 
the rotation of the earth its own 
axis, both kinds of winds stray some- 
what from their apparent objective,

English agricultural statistics, While 
it is too early to trace any results 
from the Chancellor's measures every- 
one will pray for their success who 
reads that this year’s decrease in total 
area under crops and grass in Eng- 
land and Wales is 45,307 acres. The 
decline in arable land amounts to 
acres, most of which was 
transterred to permanent pasture, and 
the latter now for the first time sur- 
passes 16,000,000 acres. Wheat shows 
a decline of 162,000 acres, Oats de- 
creased by 98,000 acres, while barley 
increased 102,000 acres, Potatoes de- 
clined by 21,000 and mangolds by 
66,000 acres, Clover and grasses un- 
der rotation fell off by 27,000 acres, 
but the area reserved for hay shows 
an increase of 273,780 acres, The 
live stock returns show decreases 
among all classee of animals; cattle 


277,000 


decreased »y 124,776, but there are | 


increases of cows in calf and of other 
cattle of two years and above, The 
total number of cows, 2,264,403, 1 
about the same’as in 1905, Sheep have 
declined by over 900,000, while the 
swine decreas {s nearty 16 per cent, 
the total being somewhat more than 
in 1901. 

When the deputation from the Can- 
adian Council of Agriculture waited 
on Premier Borden a few weeks ago 
they expressed alarm at the depopu- 
lation of rural districts in Canada. 
They called on the Government to 
wipe out the tariff to which they at- 
tributed the decline !n agricultural 
production, with consequent high cost 
of living. A study of the foregoing 
figures from Free Trade England dis- 
closes the fallacy of the deputation’s 
argument. The movement to urban 
centres, the high cost of living and 
other economic yroblems are common 
to the whole world, The tariff has 
little or nothing to do with them 
otherwise we would have perfect farm: 
ing conditions in Great Britain, What 
1s wanted in Canada is some con: 
structive proposals. That {s what 
Lloyd George has given England and 
our Canadian farmers will make better 
progress in solving the problems of 
the body politic when they suggest 
and support practical plans for agri- 
cultural betterment instead of de- 
nouncing in heated language other 
classes in the community who under 
a policy that has proven itself over 
a thirty year period are doing their 
share in the building up of the coun- 
try,

. Why, Have We Not Had It? 

-1. Mugh of the province is the next 
thing to a natural grain field. Por- 
tlons that are not, are a natural pas- 
ture fleld and stock has been raised 
on these portions right along. 

In the large areas adapted to grain 
raising this industry formed at once 
the simplest, easiest, cheapest and 
quickest way for a new settler to es- 
tablish himself. It was the line of 
least resistance. Credit for farm im- 
plements and horses and lumber could 
readily be secfred even though the 
cost of the credit was high. Land 
was freo or cheap. These conditions 
all encouraged grain raising and so 
did the fact that in all advertising 
whether by Government, railways, or 
private companies, the possibilities of 
this country as a grain producing 
area were chiefly emphasized. Men 
were invited to come here and grow 
grain. They came here, and as’ the 
above figures indicate, they grew 
rain. 

2. At the same time other condl- 
tions were operating to discourage 
any mixed farming. From ten or 
twelve years ago down to within the 
last three or four years markets for 
live stock grew steadily worse. Tran- 
sportation conditions surrounding this 
highly perishable kind of freight left 
much to be desired. Water supply on 
many farms and in some cases 
throughout whole districts was 
meagre. Capital to engage in mixed 
farming was not casy to obtain, Dv. 
ery encouragement was given to 
grain raising. Fencing material rosa 
steadily in price. Consequently up 
on the rapid increase of homestead- 
ers and grain raisers, summer her 
law and even under twelve months 
herd law extended rapidly until it 
now covers more than 80 per cent. of 
the settled areas of the province. 
Farm labor that would work raising 
lve stock was hard to secure, 

Why Is It Now Coming? 

Grain growing has largely become; 
unprofitable. Land, labor, building 
material, power, agd the necessities 
of life have all increased in price 
since say the bonanza year of 1909. 
The cost of transporting grain to a 
distant and highly competitive mark- 
et has also increased, while the 
world’s price of wheat has remain: | 
ed stationary or nearly so. 

Thus the grain raisers encountered 
an inereasing cost of production on 
the one hand and a decreasing price 
for his product on the other hard. 
These tWo prices have now come too 
close together. 

2, Weeds have become much more 
prevalent in grain growing areas and | 
somo of these weeds cannot be con- 
trolled under a system of grain rais- 
ing and ‘summer fallows. 

3. Summer labor and harvest la- 
bor has not orly become more Cx- 
pensive but much less productive, a 
harvest laborer to day does less for

4, While the above factors have 
tended to discourage grain growing, 
prices of live stock and llve stock pro- 
ducts have been going up all over the 
world and not less in Saskatchowan 
than elsewhere. Thus the present 
situation, in so far as prices are con- 
cerned, is exactly the reverse of what 
obtained even four years ago.

1 that his followers in Birmingham 
may elect a younger man to the Un- 
fonist service at Westminster. He 
has been condemned to the seclu- 
sion of an invalid’s life for the past 
eight years and had taken no active 
participation in affairs. He has left 
London and gone to the south of 
France, 

Joseph Chamberlain at the outset 
of his political carecr was a radical, 
and he served under the late William 
Ewart Gladstone in ::everal Cabinets 
as President of the Board of Trade 
and President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 
at the time of the break in the Lib- 
eral party over the Home Rule for 
Ireland question, and he was Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies at the 
time of the Boer War. He is 78 
years old, and has been married 
three times, his third wife, to whom 
he was married in 1888, being Mary 
Endicott, only daughter of the late 
W. GC. Endicott, Secretary of War 
during President Cleveland’s admin- 
istration, Mr. Chamberlain was the 
chief commissioner for the settle- 
ment of the North American fisher- 
fes dispute in 1887. His career was 
threefold — commercial, municipal, 
political—and in his day he rose to 
very high place in each. 

Joseph Chamberlain happened by 
chance to be born in London, but he 
was a Birmingham man al) through. 
He went from London, where his 
father was a wholesale leather a ( 
metal merchant, to Birmingham at 
the age of sixteen, having just left. 
school. There was a firm of screw- 
makers in Birmingham, Nettlefold by 
name, to whom the elder Chamber- 
lain had given credit for a large 
amount in the way of metal. The 
firm had fallen behind in payments 
and the father sent young Joseph to 
look into the affairs of the firm and 
advise,

firm was perfectly good, but short of 
working capital, and further advised 
his father to take out the debt in a 
share in the business and continue 
the credit. The father agreed, and 
Joseph Chamberlain was launched 
upon his bu-iness career. 

He needed only that much intro- 
duction to get the chief partner’s 
stool in record time, and soon he 
made a decision that Iced to the mak- 
Ing of his vast fortune. 

One day a workingman walked in- 
to his office with a patent to sell. The 
natent was a screw with a sharp end. 
Up to that time all crews were blunt 
nosed. The man had hawked it about 
‘o all the other manufacturers, and 
they had all refused to buy it. Some 
one finally told him Joseph Chamber- 
lain was a pushful, progressive man 
and advised that the patent be shown 
him. < 

In a flash Joseph Chamberlain saw 
the chance all his rivals had refused 
o take, and he purchased the patent 
it the man’s own price, $500. 

That decision delivered the whole 
‘rade in screw-making into bis hands, 
te bought or smashed every other 
screw making business in the coun- 
ry. If the firm would sell he bought; 
'f they would not he swamped their 
narket until they gave up in despair. 

Chamberlain was now in his late 
wenties, and later, when he retired 
from the firm, he took as his share of 
he business $3,000,000, which to- 
‘ether with what he had saved, allow- 
‘d him, he said, “enough to live 
ipon.” 


Will Harness the Nile, 


Work has been commenced on an- 
vther great scheme to reclaim by trri- 
zation vast tracts of desert in the 
Soudan, It {fs believed {t can be 
nade to add enormously to the cat- 
on output of the British Empire. 

The tract which is to be watered {s 
‘nown as the Gizra territory. It lies 
etween the Blue and White Niles, 
elow Khartoum, and consists of 
',500,000 acres, The force and flow 
f the two rivers are s1 ficient to wat- 
c the entire district when properly 

arnessed. 

The proposal is to build two dams. 
outh of Khartoum, one over each uf 
he rivers, Thus the tract between 
the streams will be irrigated, wh.ie at 
‘he same time the force of the water 
flowing into Egypt will be controlled. 

At present the Blue Nile comes 
down in a raging flow, and the Whits 
Nile, owing in steadier fashion, com- 
hines with it to make a huge over- 
flow. 

The buflding of the two dams will 
enable the flow to be prorerly regu- 
lated and will practically mean the 
final harnessing of the Nile. 


Germany May Get Zanzibar. 

Persistent rumors are in circulation 
that Zanzibar will shortly be handed 
over to Germany in exchange for terrt- 
tory or concessions in otlier parts of 
Africa. Zanzibar tles along the coast 
of German East Africa. After a long 
period of more or Jess joint control it 
was definitely ceded to (ireat Britain 
under the Anglo-German convention of 
June, 1890, and in return England 
handed over to the kalser’s government 
the island of Helgoland, to which iittle 
importance was then attached, but 
which has since been transformed into 
a formidable naval! station, protecting 
the approaches to the river Elbe— 
Lloyd's Weekly.

Scallops Are Fine New. 

Fried scallups ure usually the only 
choice on the average bill of fare, not- 
withstanding the fact that there are 
many delightful ways of preparing 
these little shellfish. The following 
may reveal some of their possibilities 
to the housewife who Is seeking new 
ways. 

To one pint of scallops (washed and 
drained) use two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
beaten egg, one pint of hot milk, pep- 
per and salt to taste. Melt the butter 
in a saucepan, take from the fire and 
add flour, stir until smvoth and re 
turn to the stove and cook until it 
bubbles, then add the hot milk, salt 
and pepper and egg and let the mix- 
ture cook dfteen minutes. Then add 
the scallops and cook fifteen minutes 
longer. Serve on buttered tonst and 
garnish the dish with watercress. 
This ig an excellent way to cook scal- 
tops, as it brings out their delicate 
flavor, 

Another appetizing way to cook scal- 
‘ops ts as follows: Wasb and drain the 
scallops, make a smooth, rich cream 
sauce flavored with pepper, salt and 
onion juice. Let the sauce cook for 
ten or fifteen minutes, otherwise It 
will taste pasty. then add~the scal- 
tops‘and cook slowly for ten minutes. 
Waile this is cooking, prepare some 
peppers (as many as required) by wasb- 
ing, remove the stems, cutting @. piece 
from the top and taking ont the seeds. 
Stand the peppers in a baking pan and 
fill them with the creamed scallops, 
sprinkle with breadcrumbs and bake 
until the crumbs are brown. Serve at 
ence.

PUMPING OVER THE OCEAN. 


Squirt Gune May Come Inte Use For 
Propelling Vessels. 

Running a ship by a squirt gun and 
operating a ship by baving a motorman 
In the pilot house use a controller just 
as does the motorman of an electric 
car are two idens that have been seri- 
ously advanced recently by engineers 
of high standing. ‘The ship's motor- 
man idea could easily be applied to a 
great freight vessel that will begin its 
trips through the great lakes and con- 
necting canals next spring. 

It has Just such a motorman now, but 
he stands with his controller in the en- 
gine room Instead of up tn the pilot 
house, A longer cable attached to bis 
controller Is all that Is necessary to en- 
able him to do fils work In the pilot 
house. Ol) engines are used to gen- 
erate electricity, and the electricity is 
used to turn the propellers, So elec. 
tricity runs the ship in much the same 
way that it does a trolley car. 

The squirt gun tdea {s to propel a ship 
by squirting out water through pipes 
at the stern of the ship, where pro- 
pellers ordinarily are located. Water 
would be taken in from the front end 
by great pipes, given a push when it 
reaches the engine room and then sent 
rushing out at the stern of the ship. 
This same scheme has been thought of 
before, but never put {nto use because 
{1 cost so ‘much to give that push to 
the water, 

The wonderful efficiency of a new 
pump, which now pumps some of the 
water supply of London and has at- 
tracted the attention of engincers every- 
where, makes the scheme appear less 
Qbsurd. In this pump water is admitted 
into the chamber until the chamber is 
nearly full, and then gasoline or some 
other oil, {io the form of vapor, fs admit- 
ted into the chamber and exploded just 
@s an automobile uses gasoline. The ex- 
Plosion of the vapor forces the water 
out, and the same operation Is repeated 
over and over again. It does the work 
surely and cheaply. The inventor of 
this new type of pump has drawn plans 
for a squirt gun propeller that will get 
the push on the water from two of 
these pumps.—Saturday Evening Post.

SHEPEEPET HEE EHOTERE ERTS 
YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


Its Visitors, Its Road Iimprevement and 
Ite Wild Game. 

Almost 2,000 more people visited the 
Yellowstone park in 1913 than during 
the season of 1912, according to the 
report of the superintendent, recently 
mide to Secretary Lane. The tour- 
ist travel has increased 45 per cent 
since 1906 and was heavier in 1913 
than ever before, with the exception 
of 1909, when the Lewis and Clarke 
exposition was held in Portland. The 
most important work during the year 
was that in connection with the im- 
provement of the existing system of 
roads. 

“The work on the west entrance 
road,” says the superintendent, “gives 
a partially improved road tu the belt 
line junction, ten miles south of Nor. 
ris Geyser basin. Contracts for two 
bridges on the west ruad have been 
let, and bridges will be in place at the 
beginning of the next tourist season. 
With a continuance of present appro- 
priation the entire west entrance rond 
will be widened to twenty-five feet by 
the end of the 1914 working senson, 
but the improvement of the road will 
not be finished until several years 
later. 

“The winter conditions for wild 
game‘ were again excellent. With 
plenty of grass and the snow remuain- 
ing soft so they could paw through 
it to get food, the elk, deer, antelope 
and mountain shecp wintered well 
und with but little loss. During De- 
cember, January, February and March 
538 elk were captured in the park 
near the northern entrance and ship- 
ped for stocking public parks and 
runges. ‘The cost of capture and 
loading on board the cars at Gardiner 
was $5 per head, which was paid by 
tho states and parks receiving tife elk. 
The loss in capturing and op to the - 
time of delivery at their destination 
was but twenty-two animals out of 
688 shipped.” 


GOOD LIGHT EXERCISE. 


You May Make Your Daily Gymnase 
tics Illuminate Your Home. 

Light your home by doing your daily 
gymnastic stunt. Utilize the energy 
developed in exercising for health by 
making it operate a dynamo and stor- 
ing up electricity to be turned .en as 
light. Such is the iden of a French- 
man who has {nvented the apparatus 
that will do this very thing. 

He has combined a bicycle frame 
with a dynamo and storage battery im 
such a way that each member of @ 
family can, by taking a brief ride be 
fore breakfast, store up enough elec’ 
tricity to light several lamps. One 
hour's pedaling Is enough. 

The machine is made In two sizes, 
one to work with a storage battery of 
twelve volts and twelve amperes for 
the use of ordinary persons, the other 
for use with a storage battery of 
twelve volts and twenty-Ave amperes 
for strong persons. 

The Scientific American remarks that 
one advantage of this machine !s that 
if the lighting of the home be de 
pendent upon the electricity derived 
from it it will give a stimulus to the 
use of the machine for exercise and 
tend to prevent the daily gymnastics 
from being neglected. ~— 


Moving Picture Films. 

Eight concerns in Europe supply the 
larger part of the world with moving 
picture films, and the price paid to pro- 
cure good pictures is surprising. There 
is the instance of the makers of the 
film showing [lorbes-Robertson as 
Hamlet, who paid $75,000 for the use 
of a castle and costumed 4U0U people 
for the purpose. The whole expend}- 
ture was $250,000, but the company 
sold 3,000,000 feet of that film for 
$750,000. To obtain the picturcs of 
Scott in the antarctic $250,000 was ex- 
pended, and the royalty alrendy col- 
lected by Mrs. Scott exceeds the orig- 
inal cost of the picture.—Argonaut.
